Council approves 
provision to help 
bar/restaurants

At Monday’s virtual Zoom meeting, 
the Belleville City Council unanimously 
passed the Belleville Cares for Business 
Provision, beginning June 2 through the 
end of the day on Oct. 31. 

“As a direct result of the city council’s 
desire to assist local businesses recover 
from business losses suffered during the 
COVID-19 pandemic, restaurants, pubs, 
and cafes may utilize the space adjacent 
to their restaurant, pub, or café which is 
located at Fourth Street Square, public 
parking near Fourth Street Square, or 
public parking near Horizon Park for 
outdoor café seating,” the provision said. 

Other restaurants, pubs, and cafes that 
are not adjacent to Fourth Street Square 
or public parking near Horizon Park may 
also utilize the outdoor space adjacent to 
their restaurant that had been previously 
designated for other purposes. 

The outdoor furnishings involved are 
also described in detail. A license provided 
by the City of Belleville shall permit the 
operation of an outdoor café. There is no 
fee to get this license under the Belleville 
Cares for Business Provision. 

John Winter said Egan’s Pub will open at 
12:01 a.m. Monday, June 8. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said a group from 
the city and business community put this 
provision together to help facilitate the 
reopening of the businesses. 

“This will help us get back running ... 
after the good news from the governor,” 
she said about reopening announcements. 

“It is a really great group, which includes 
the Downtown Development Authority, 
Planning Commission, and Chamber,” she 
said. “A great group with a lot of focus on 
the restaurants.” 

She said the next focus will be on retail

VBT DDA considers repairs, replacement of Belleville Rd.

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority wants to find out 
if the broken cement in Belleville Road 
between Burger King and the Belleville 
Bridge is worth repairing, or if it should 
just be replaced. 

At its regular meeting on May 26, 
which was a virtual Zoom meeting, DDA 
Executive Director Susan Ireland presented 
a proposal to cut out sections of the cement 
roadway in that area for repair and to begin 
sidewalk repair along Belleville Road 
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between Tyler and the Belleville Bridge. 

She also noted that Wayne County said 
the Huron River Bridge on East Huron 
River Drive would be replaced starting in 
November and Belleville Road would be a 
detour for that project. 

She presented proposals of $28,500 for 
engineering for the road work and $22,000 
for engineering for the sidewalk work from 
Wade-Trim. 

It is estimated there will be $1.4 million 
in capital and engineering costs and there 
could be one or two separate contracts for 
the road and sidewalks. 

Ireland said the section of roadway was 
done in the early 1990s by Wayne County 
with the DDA paying for the installation of 
sidewalks. No repairs to this portion of the 
roadway have occurred other than filling 
potholes. This is a project in the DDA’s 


Capital Improvement Plan. 

In conjunction with this, she recommended 
the existing Belleville Road sidewalk 
from Tyler Road to the Belleville bridge 
be checked for risk hazards and replaced 
as warranted, as also noted in the Capital 
Improvement Plan. 

“This is a Wayne County Road and Ron 
Agacinski, who is the Wayne County 
Director of Engineering, informed that they 
would be supportive of these projects...” 
she said. 

“It is unknown how many years it would 
be for Wayne County to properly repair 
this section of road,’ she said. “It is my 
understanding that the engineering work 
would not be unreasonably lengthy and it 
is believed if construction began in August 
it should be finished in the fall.

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School Board makes cuts in staff, 
program as budget reductions loom

At its regular meeting on Tuesday, May 
26, the Van Buren Public Schools made 
reductions in staff and programs, and 
discussed how state cutbacks because of 
COVID-19 may cut the district’s budget. 

The virtual meeting was held via Zoom and 
board members were advised Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer has extended the authorization of 
remote participation in public meetings and 
hearings and temporary relief from monthly 
meeting requirements of school boards to 
June 30. 

He said because of the coronavirus schools 
have taken a big hit. 

“Big companies get bailout and schools get 
cuts,” Supt. Kudlak said. 

“This is our first round of cuts,” Kudlak 
said, noting they have looked at staffing and 
student counts. 

“Once you get to people, it really impacts 
people ... no easy thing,” he said. 

He said by law, you have to lay off first by 
evaluation and the only thing left is seniority. 

He said ineffective teachers go first, but the 
majority of them are effective. Then, it’s by 
seniority. 

He said the layoffs are by K-6 groups, not 
by school, so teachers will be moved around 
to fill the holes. 

Kudlak said said 23.5 teachers were 
recommended to be eliminated, but because 
of retirements and resignations, there are 
only 14 being laid off. 

Human Resource Director Abdul Madyun 
said these numbers are based on spring count 
numbers, the last numbers they have, and 
there could be more. 

“We don’t know the numbers ... but we 
went by the law ... It’s not an easy process,” 
Madyun said. 

Kudlak said these cuts will get the district 
close to where they’ Il be putting the budget 
together. The teachers are the first group and 
they will be looking at secretaries and other 
groups. 

He said it will be August before they know 
the cuts per pupil in state aid. If they have to 
make more cuts, they will figure something 
else out. He said they are not filling retiree 
positions. 

He said the situation is dynamic and they 
may have to call people back, as necessary. 

Kudlak said the drama program is done at 
the high school, as is choir. Spanish is gone 
at the middle school. 

“It’s better to have 23 1⁄2 more teachers,” 
Kudlak said. “This is not a good position to 
be in for anyone.” 

When asked if the classrooms would be 
crowded, Kudlak said they wouldn’t because 
the district has been able to keep class sizes 
low and it has been losing students in the last 


10 years. 

He said they could have 3-5 more in 
elementary classes and 3-4 more in high 
school classes. Maybe have 30 in math 
classes at the high school. 

“We were having these discussions before 
COVID-19,” he said. 

Finance Director Sarah Cortese said it is 
possible they won’t know the numbers from 
the state until September and it could be a 
$700 cut per student. Kudlak interjected 
numbers have been estimated as high at 
$2,000 per child. 

Madyun said, “We could lose 500 kids, 
1,000 kids come fall. We could lose a lot.” 

“Real learning comes when students are 
sitting in front of their teachers,” Kudlak 
said. 

After making a statement on how the 14 
teachers are appreciated and programs are 
being cut and they hope to bring them back 
in the future, board president Amy Pearce 
made the motion to remove the 14 teachers 
as of June 30. It was seconded by Kelly 
Owen and passed unanimously by the board 
present. Board member Hawkins was absent. 

Laid off were: Katelyn Tatom, Melissa 
Hiuser, Jaclynn Behrendt, Laura Fleming, 
Amanda Mitchell, Tania Owen, Tiffany 
Kelly, Larry Koch, Jawana Edwards, 
Dave Rowell, Michael Schwartz, Mark 
Scarbourough, Shanna Johnson, and Jennifer 
Bare. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-39- 
minute meeting the board: 

e Approved an amendment to the Sinking 
Fund Contract with Plante Moran Cresa; 

e Accepted the retirements of non- 
instruction staff members Denise Adkins 
from Transportation after 11 years of service 
as of March 30; and Pamela Woodby of BHS 
after 23 years of service as of June 12; 

e Agreed to hold the June 8 board meeting 
by Zoom, since the governor’s Stay at Home 
order is through June 12. The June 22 board 
meeting could be in person and it would be at 
the high school cafeteria, so there would be 
a lot of space for social distancing. “I would 
like to stay virtual through June,” Peace 
said. Kudlak said the governor gave them 
the option for virtual meetings until the end 
of June; 

e Heard presentations on educational 
programs at McBride Middle School and 
Edgemont Elementary School; 

e Heard Cortese announce that food 
distribution at the high school continues on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays through June 11. 
She said they have distributed 17,000 bags 
of food containing 79,000 meals; 

e Heard Kudlak say that graduation has 
been rescheduled to Aug. 4 at Eastern 
Michigan University and it will be a regular

Community begins 
to open as governor 
lifts executive orders 


The Belleville Farmer’s Market opened 
Monday at the Fourth Street Square and 
will continue on Mondays throughout the 
summer. It was good to see people outside 
together — not too closely together — with 
fresh produce from local gardens. 

Egan’s Pub announced it will open at 
12:01 am. Monday, the day the governor 
allows bars and restaurants to reopen with 
restrictions. They can only have 50% of 
customers inside their small pub, but lots 
of room outside on the Fourth Street Square 
for tables and dining. 

The Belleville Area District Library 
will begin to phase in library services to 
make sure the public and staff are in a safe 
environment, said Director Mary Jo Suchy, 
who said she was happy to hear the governor 
include libraries and museums to reopen. 
Suchy said they plan to start with library 
curbside service beginning Wednesday, 
June 10. 

The staff at Belleville City Hall will return 
June 8 to work at cleaning and sanitizing 
their work spaces and the building is 
scheduled to reopen June 15. 

At Monday’s city council meeting, one 
woman said she would be brunette until the 
salons are allowed to open, then she’d go 
back to being a blonde. Men are anxious to 
get their barber shops open. No word on that 
yet. 

But, slowly, our life is reopening -- 
although we won’t feel the same about hand 
shaking or hugging or getting closer than six 
feet. Just opening the doors is a start.

A reader came into the office on Monday. 
He said his neighbor told him there had 
been a drug raid in their Woodbury Green 
community a few days earlier. 

I emailed Van Buren Township Public 
Safety Director Greg Laurain and he 
checked with the Michigan State Police’s 
Metro Narcotics Enforcement Team. 
Director Laurain said MSP MNET executed 
a search warrant in Woodbury Green 
Condos. This location was suspected of 
narcotics trafficking, prostitution, and 
weapons-dealing. This is currently under 
investigation, Laurain said. 

Director Laurain also said there had been 
no protests or disruptions in VBT. I had 
asked about it in light of the disruptions in 
other places throughout the state and nation 
as a response to the very public death of 
George Floyd while in police custody in 
Minneapolis. 

Belleville Police Chief David Robinson 
also reported no issues or demonstrations 
in Belleville, “but we are monitoring the 
situation and I am working with all of 
the Chiefs in the region on information 
sharing.” 

It was such a stark contrast to see on 
television all the happiness about the 
manned liftoffto the space station from Cape 
Canaveral on Saturday and the docking at 
the station on Sunday, compared to what we 
saw when we changed the channel. 

It’s great to see people demonstrating 
peacefully to show their frustrations and 
wishes for our country as the law and order 
steps inch slowly forward to find justice 
for George Floyd. But it is horrifying to 
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watch the looting and burning and hurting 
that has been happening. I don’t recognize 
this country I’m seeing as the television 
cameras switch from state to state to state. 
God save us. 

On Friday, the school office informed me 
that the last four virtual meetings of the Van 
Buren Public School Board of Education 
are now being shown on Channel 19 cable. 

I’ve sent out dozens of candidate 
information forms for the Aug. 4 races in 
our community and one new candidate said 
he’s going to rummage around to find an old 
photo because he doesn’t want his picture 
taken with his hair the way it is. He said 
he hasn’t had a haircut since the middle of 
March. 

This is my regular project to give voters 
information on candidates. I'll try to get it 
done early because it looks like there are 
going to be a lot of absentee ballots cast this 
year. 

In Belleville, city manager Tracey Kobylarz 
announced that the Board of Elections issued 
Absentee Voter applications to all registered 
voters. Clerk Sherri Sharf will be sending 
applications to those on the permanent list 
in the city during the first week in June. 

In a memo from the city manager at 
Monday’s virtual meeting, Kobylarz 
said she submitted a grant request to 
Community Development Block Grant on 
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May 29 for $50,000 in repairs necessary 
for ADA, Seniors, and Veterans at Veterans’ 
Memorial. 

She said due to a reporting error from 
Wayne County, she didn’t receive the request 
until late in the day on May 22 and it was 
due at 5 p.m. on May 
29. Most communities 
take the full month to 
prepare their request 
and she had less than 
3.5 business days. 

“With that in mind, I 
am not overly hopeful 
we will be successful,” 
she said. 
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Kobylarz also reported that the Nixel 
contract for emergency communications 
has been signed and the city completed 
training on its use on May 28. She said the 
city has more than 3,000 subscribers to the 
Belleville site from a previous trial period 
and she feels they are almost ready to flip 
the switch. 

She said her goal is to be able to start 
communicating with constituents through 
this medium no later than July 1.

To the editor: 

The City of Belleville has been awarded 
a grant from the Detroit Wayne Integrated 
Health Network to employ young people 
this summer. They must be between the 
ages of 14 and 24 to qualify. 

This is an exciting opportunity to once 
again partner with the DWIHN and 
provide opportunities for the youth of our 
community to make positive impacts in the 
lives of our residents. Now that school is 
being completed on-line, we believe that 
our young people will need and want even 
more opportunities to contribute positively 
throughout the city. Their services will 
provide a benefit to them and to the city 
that would not otherwise be possible. 

Even with limitations inflicted upon us 
as a result of the pandemic, the City of 
Belleville will have a significant increase 
in Opportunities during the summer. As we 
adjust to the new and constantly changing 
regulations of the CDC, we know that 
all our programming will also need 
adjustments. We know that our youth will 
be instrumental in helping the city meet 
these changes in a way that provides safe 
spaces and in such ways that we are all 
proud of. 

The City of Belleville is interested in 
employing youth for at least 20 hours per 
week throughout the program season. The 
total number of youths we employ will 
depend on our ability to attract candidates 
for the positions. Our desire is to employ 
15 young people for 12 weeks at 20 hours 
per week for a total of 3,600 hours. 

Young people employed in these positions 
will provide resources to residents and 
businesspeople that need assistance from 
local government. The assistance they will 
provide will include administrative duties, 
greeting and directing the people as they 
enter or call city hall, as well as filing and 
retrieving archived files. They will learn 
what it means to be a public servant and 
the true importance of customer service in 
municipal government. 

Given the pandemic, the city will have 
to change the way we open, close and 
maintain our parks and recreation facilities. 
If selected to work in this program, young 
people will learn the importance of 
maintaining and improving public health 
by providing and demonstrating safe 
work practices including public service 
communication, hygiene, sanitation, and 
general maintenance. Our youth will be 
asked to provide input on how they believe 
we can generate safe and appropriate 
programing for our residents. 

Individuals employed in this program 
area will assist with all activities that enrich 
and support the lives of our senior citizens. 
With two primary senior living complexes 
in our city, they will be busy! They will 
assist the senior citizens, veterans and 
the city by helping to restore the Veterans 


Memorial Park through public awareness 
campaigns, documenting and cataloging 
“stories.” They will also assist the city in 
improving its website, teaching seniors 
how to use the internet to communicate 
with family, friends, and local government. 
In this year of a Presidential Election the 
city has two elections to run effectively and 
efficiently. The person or people employed 
in this area will work in an office setting 
answering the phone, assisting residents 
with voter registrations, filing and will get 
the chance to actually work on the primary 
election to be held in August. The person 
or people selected to work in this program 
must be independent thinkers who will not 
attempt to influence or direct voters. 
Managing a city of 4,000 people takes 
excellent customer service, patience, 
perseverance, and organizational skills. 
The individual selected to work in this 
program area will learn the day-to-day 
tasks involved in making the city work well.

Elwell Road on May 16. 

Johnson is charged with assault with intent 
to murder, home invasion first degree, assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, and assault with a dangerous weapon. 

He was jailed after cash bond was set at 
$50,000. Police said Johnson forced entry 
into the home occupied by a person he knew 
and hit the victim around the head and torso 
with the tire iron. The victim tried to get 
away and Johnson continued to attack him, 
but eventually the victim was able to call 911. 

Johnson was present before Judge Green 
from the Wayne County Jail via Zoom. 
His attorney Nancy Richards asked for an 
adjournment for a week so she could review 
the evidence and look into whether there are 
videos. 

Richards asked Judge Green to reduce her 
client’s bond to at least $50,000/10% with a 
GPS tether because he has no prior felonies. 
He did have non-violent misdemeanors, she 
said. 

She said Johnson has been working for 
Ford Motor Company for five years as a 
hi-low driver and graduated from Lincoln 
Consolidated School District. She said he is 
not receiving his medications in jail. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Lori 
Mireles-Smith said these are very serious 
charges against him and the victim had to be 
medically treated for his injuries. Also, the 
defendant has four bench warrants from other 
counties for not showing up in court. 

Judge Green said she would mark his file 
“medical” so he’ll get his medications, but 
she would leave his bond as is for now and 
will ask pretrial services for a report.

she could review it. 

Allen was before Judge Oakley by 
Zoom. Allen is charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) and 
domestic violence in Van Buren Township on 
May 8. She is free on bond and ordered not to 
have contact with the victim or an address in 
the 48600 block of I-94 Service Drive. 

Rebecca Nicole Rose 

Rebecca Nicole Rose, 36, of Van Buren 
Township, was unable to be present by Zoom 
before Judge Oakley for a preliminary exam 
on charges of assault to do great physical harm 
less than murder, assault on a police officer, 
and domestic violence in VBT on April 25. 
Her presence was waived by her attorney 
Cait DeMott Grady from the Neighborhood 
Defenders Service. 

Grady said she just got the discovery and 
needs time to review it. 

Judge Oakley said they will go back to the 
probable cause conference, beginning the 
process over, and he set the PCC for 9:20 
a.m., June 3. Personal recognizance bond of 
$10,000 was continued. 

Justin Cleeve Johnson 

Justin Cleeve Johnson, 18, of Van Buren 
Township, failed to appear before Judge 
Green on May 27 for his Zoom probable 
cause conference on two charges of felonious 
assault on March 21 in VBT. 

His case will be reviewed on June 29. 
Dejon Demarkusroland Johnson 
Andrew Curtis Williams 

The probable cause conference on charges 
against co-defendants Dejon Demarkusroland 
Johnson, 23, of Detroit, and Andrew Curtis 
Williams, 23, of Ypsilanti were adjourned 
two weeks until June 10 by Judge Green. 

The defense attorneys need time to go over 
the charges and the evidence and meet via 
Zoom with their clients. 

Johnson’s court-appointed attorney 
Danielle Cadoret and Williams’ retained 
attorney Mohammed Azeem Nasser also 
asked that their clients’ $1 million cash 
bonds be reduced. Cadoret said Johnson was 
in a car accident at the end of March and died 
twice in the hospital. He had heart and lung 
surgery. When he was jailed, they asked him 
what prescriptions he was on and he didn’t 
know the names of some and the jailer said, 
“If you don’t know, we can’t give them to 

ou.” She said he was coughing up blood 
and lying of the floor of the cell all night and 
should have been taken to the hospital. She 
asked for house arrest, a tether, and personal 
bond to make sure he doesn’t die before his 
case is adjudicated. 

Nasser said his client Williams has just 
four charges and one is a misdemeanor. He 
said his client is only 23 and could qualify 
for HYTA. He has family support and suffers 
from asthma which makes him vulnerable to 
coronavirus. He asked the judge to allow a 
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lower bond and house arrest where he could 
only leave for medical care or to visit his 
attorney. He said he is retained counsel at 
significant cost to the family. 

Prosecutor Mireles-Smith said both of the 
defendants were involved in serious crimes 
and there are allegations of drug trafficking, 
which may be added to Williams’ charges. 
She said one fired at an officer and it would 
be a public safety problem if they chose not 
to show up and had to be re-aprehended. She 
said they do not have a long criminal history, 
but they should have a high surety bond — 
maybe not $1 million — but no personal bond 
or low percent bond. 

Judge Green said she would not touch the 
bond until she could get a report from pretrial 
services. 

Johnson is charged with 12 felonies 
and one misdemeanor violation of Gov.

Model of senior citizen apartments 
in Sumpter ready for display

August primary, said he felt sorry about 
Sumpter seniors who are living on fixed 
incomes and facing increased taxes every 
year. 

He said his first project if he is elected 
will be to have the township build a 
45 ,000-square-foot building on an acre 
foundation and fill it with one- and two- 
bedroom apartments for seniors. 

He said there would be a 10,000-square- 
foot cafeteria on the ground floor where 
seniors could eat two meals a day -- 
breakfast and dinner. 

Po said, in his plan, seniors could give 
their house to the township and live free 
in the apartment complex. That way when 
they get their social security checks, 
they no longer would have to pay taxes, 
insurance, and other expenses for home 
ownership and would have more money in 
their pockets. 

Those without a house would pay nominal 
rent. If they wanted to eat there, they would 
pay, he said. 

There would be a 6,000-square-foot 
gymnasium and a small swimming pool 
for exercising. There also would be a get- 
together room for bingo and other games. 

Although the model doesn’t have the 
condos that could be built on each side 
of the apartment structure, Po said two- 
bedroom condos on each side would be for 
wealthy seniors.

With the condos, the site would need 
about ten acres, he said. 

There would be a van for shopping and 
doctor’s appointments, and elevators. 
Although it had been suggested a laundry 
room could be in the basement, Po said he 
didn’t think seniors should have to carry 
their laundry to the basement and so he 
plans laundry equipment in each room. 

“Tt would be paid for by the township, not 
me,” Po said of the project’s cost, which he 
said would be raised by cutting expenses 
and waste in the township. 

He said he would have to have sewer 
and water lines at the site. He has talked 
with two construction companies and 
an estimate of $10 million was given 
for construction and could be paid for in 
installments. 

“This wasn’t my idea,” Po said, pointing 
his finger upward and saying it came from 
above and is consuming his thoughts. 

“I can’t believe that God brought me 
from the Philippines to help the seniors 
in Sumpter Township,” Po said. “But He

has. 

Po has lived in Sumpter Township since 
2008. He said his family in the Philippines 
recalls when he was a spoiled brat growing 
up and now he has come to America and is 
planning to help senior citizens. They also 
are amazed he is running for office and 
plan to come to see him sworn in if he is 
successful. 

When Po first asked Bishop to create 
the model, there were several options for 
public display, so he could explain his 
project to township residents. But, with the 
coronavirus, those places are closed. 

So, Po is opening up his home office, 
behind his garage, to the public so they can 
come in and inspect the model. 

Bishop has partitioned off 50 apartments 
on his model and those looking in the 
windows can see stairways and details. 
There are lights within and outside of the 
model. 

Bishop is the son of Sumpter resident 
Sheena Barnes. 

Po said he will welcome visitors to his 
home at 45025 Harris Rd. before 10 a.m. 
and after 5 p.m. daily to inspect the model.

“There will be a stipulation in the 
contract that by a date certain, all work 
would stop,” she said. “This would be good 
timing for Wayne County with the Huron 
River Bridge project that is expected to 
begin sometime in the fall for the bridge 
work and road construction in the spring. 

“Doing this sooner rather than later will 
prevent the road from becoming worse 
by going through another winter season,” 
Ireland said. “If the DDA waits, it is 
expected this would be a 2022 project.” 

She said she recommends Wade Trim 
engineers because it is very familiar with 
VBT and the DDA and it is also Wayne 
County engineer for the Huron River 
Bridge project. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim said he has 
talked with some of the company’s people 
that are doing the Huron River Bridge 
work. 

The work on Belleville Road would 
include flying a drone over the roadway 
and ADA ramps so they can be inspected 
closely. The proposal is to cut out panels or 
half panels for replacement. 

He said after getting the details, the plan 
was to go out for bids in the third week of 
June with the bids due in mid-July, so there 
could be approval at the July DDA meeting 
with work beginning in August and running 
for 2-2’4 months, ending in the second part 
of October or first of November. 

Nummer’s associate said they won’t use 
the drone on the sidewalks, but have field 
engineers walk the sidewalks and look for 
trip hazards. 

It was pointed out there is $250,000 in the 
budget for sidewalk repair and if more than 
that needs to be done, it can be bookmarked 
for another year. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
this can’t be done if it affects the detour for 
the bridge. 

“Should there be any chance it effects 
the detour, do it another year,” Supervisor 
McNamara said. 

“No way can you block Belleville Road,” 
said DDA chairman Craig Atchinson. 
“There are only two ways into Belleville.” 

McNamara said in the spring the county 
will be doing Huron Township roads. 

Nummer said the DDA could terminate 
the contract at the end of fall and, “have it 
go away.” 

DDA secretary Chris Brown said he was 
concerned with bidding that late, since all 
the big companies have bids for the year. 

“We’re a smaller operation and we’re

tied up for 14 months,” Brown said of his 
company. 

Nummer said some contractors are busy 
and some aren’t. 

“It’s a good project, but maybe we can 
get it done quicker,” chairman Atchinson 
said. 

Nummer said the detour will cause 
additional deterioration of the road. 

He said they could get the design done 
and have a special DDA meeting to cut a 
few weeks off. 

Nummer said they would need to 
get Wayne County permits for both of 
these projects and make sure the timing 
accommodates the VBT schedule. 

“It’s a project that should happen, but 
there are time constraints,” Atchinson said. 

DDA member Mark Laginess said that 
area of Belleville Road gets worse every 
year. It was put in during the early 1990s, 
he said, asking how long it is supposed to 
last. 

“Should be 30 years, I’m told,” 
McNamara. 

Nummer said Wayne County does patch 
jobs like this and then adds two to three 
inches of overlay asphalt “for the ride.” 

“Maybe we should bite the bullet and 
do a more wholesale replacement of the 
pavement,” Laginess said. 

Nummer said the DDA could improve it 
now for the detour traffic or let the detour 
traffic do its damage and then fix it. 

“It’s going to get worse,” Laginess said. 
“Is the patching really worthwhile?” 

Brown asked how many square yards of 
concrete is to be replaced and Nummer’s 
associate said based on 2,200 square yards 
they assume 40% of the pavement will be 
repaired. 

Brown said he’s with Laginess. If 40% is 
to be repaired you have to compare that to 
100% cost for full repaving. 

“T?d have a concern with 2,200 square 
yards,” Brown said. “That’s a big number.” 

Laginess said then it would have to be 
replaced in a few years.

Laginess asked if the concrete is ASR and 
nobody knew. 

McNamara said they had the same 
problem with ASR, mid-1990s concrete, at 
Metro Airport. 

If it’s ASR, it will continue to deteriorate, 
Brown said. 
Nummer said ASR stands for Alkali 
Silicone Reaction. He said in the 1990s 
flyash was used as filler in concrete and 
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that is high in alkaline and it reacted 
causing jello-soft edges that crumbled. It 
was a defect in the material itself, he said. 

McNamara made a motion to have 
drone plane analysis of how much of the 
roadway needs to be done and to find out 
if ASR is in the concrete and the estimated 
cost to replace the road, probably in 2022. 
It was seconded by Brown and passed 
unanimously.

e Heard Councilman Ken Voigt complain 
about the condition of the cemetery and 
its gate, condition of Main Street and the 
Belleville Bridge, sidewalk sinking in 
at Third and Main, damaged streetscape 
fence in front of Sam’s, streetscape damage 
between Shannon’s and State Farm, and 
landscape block askew on South Street. 
“Its embarrassing,” Councilman Voigt 
said, adding he would like to be able to 
hang a banner across Main Street, which 
was discontinued about ten years ago 
because of OSHA concerns;

“Because of the crisis, 
we are trying to play catch-up,” Rutherford 
said, adding the seasonable worker will 
help with the cemetery. Bids on Doane’s 
Landing restoration are due June 5; 

e Heard Councilwoman Kelly Bates 
complain about the weeds and overgrowth 
of trees and shrubs at the cemetery. Broken 
stones have been to the lake’s edge and 
a row of tombstones looked like they are 
misplaced, not straight, she said; 

e Heard Rutherford report the city has 
a police report on damage at the cemetery 
and they are having to move headstones for 
a family so they can install a new vault. The 
bench that broke will be replaced and “We 
are addressing the issues of the cemetery 
daily,” he said; and 

e Heard Police Chief Dave Robinson say 
he was contacted by Sumpter Public Safety 
Director Eric Luke and Luke said he has 
recognized two Belleville officers for their 
work on the Oct. 2, 2019 case on online 
threats to Sumpter Township, Belleville, 
and Van Buren Public Schools. Luke 
named Cpl. Todd Schrecengost and Officer 
Sarah Dzagulones. Chief Robinson said 
he is advertising for a full-time and a part- 
time police officer and will hire as soon as 
he can find the right fit for the next officer 
in the department.
